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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of tine finality of the rejection of the last 
office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Scott H. Kaliko on 08/07/2009. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

4. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 84-88, 91-95 and 97-101 have been cancelled. 

In the claims: 

57. (Current Amended) A system for providing a video file to a wireless telephone 
for use as an indicia of an incoming communication, the system comprising: a remote 
computer with access to a database of video files suitable for downloading to the 
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wireless telephone wherein the remote computer is configured to: provide a list of video 
files in the database to a user of the wireless telephone when the user requests the list 
of video files; allow the user of the wireless telephone to browse the list of video files; 
allow the user of the wireless telephone to select a desired video file from the list of 
video files: and allow the user of the wireless telephone to optionally download a 
selected video file into the wireless telephone for future use as an indicia of the 
incoming communication : wherein the remote computer is further configured to provide 
the user of the wireless telephone with an option of modifying the selected video file 
before programming the selected video file into the programmable memory in the 
wireless telephone: wherein the modifying of the selected video file includes 
modifying an audio portion of the video file: wherein the modifying of the selected video 
file includes modifying a video portion of the video file: wherein the remote computer is 
further configured to: determine one or more file formats compatible with the 
wireless telephone: and provide the selected video file to wireless telephone 
in a compatible format: wherein the remote computer is further configured to: 
compare the format of the selected video file with the one or more file formats 
compatible with the wireless telephone: and convert the format of the selected video file 
to one of the one or more file formats compatible with the wireless telephone. 

66. (Current Amended) A method for providing a video file to a wireless 
telephone for use as an indicia of an incoming communication, the method comprising: 
providing a database of video files suitable for downloading to the wireless telephone; 
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providing a list of video files in the database to a user of the wireless telephone when 
the user requests the list of video files; allowing the user of the wireless telephone to 
browse the list of video files; allowing the user of the wireless telephone to select a 
desired video file from the list of video files; allowing the user of the wireless telephone 
to optionally download a selected video file into the wireless telephone for future use as 
an indicia of the incoming communication; and confirming the selected video file has 
been properly received by the wireless telephone; providing the user of the wireless 
telephone with an option of modifying the selected video file before programming the 
selected video file into the programmable memory In the wireless telephone, wherein 
the modifying of the selected video file includes modifying an audio portion of the video 
file: wherein the modifying of the selected video file includes modifying a video portion 
of the video file: determining one or more file formats compatible with the wireless 
telephone; and providing the selected video file to wireless telephone in a compatible 
format: comparing the format of the selected video file with the one or more file formats 
compatible with the wireless telephone: and converting the format of the selected video 
file to one of the one or more file formats compatible with the wireless telephone. 

75. (Current Amended) An Internet site that allows a user of a wireless telephone 
to browse and select a video file that may be downloaded into a wireless telephone for 
use as an indicia of an incoming communication, the Internet site comprising: a 

database of video files suitable for downloading to the wireless telephone wherein the 
Internet site is configured to: provide a list of video files in the database to the user of 
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the wireless telephone when the user of the wireless telephone requests the list of video 
files; allow the user of the wireless telephone to browse the list of video files; allow the 
user of the wireless telephone to select a desired video file from the list of video files; 
and allow the user of the wireless telephone to optionally download a selected video file 
into the wireless telephone for future use as an indicia of the incoming ; the Internet site 
configured to provide the user of the wireless telephone with an option of modifying the 
selected video file before programming the selected video file into the programmable 
memorv in the wireless telephone, wherein the modifying of the selected video file 
further includes modifying an audio portion of the video file, wherein the modifying of the 
selected video file further includes modifying a video portion of the video file: the 
Internet site configured to: determine one or more file formats compatible with the 
wireless telephone: and provide the selected video file to wireless telephone in a 
compatible format; compare the format of the selected video file with the one or more 
file formats compatible with the wireless telephone: and convert the format of the 
selected video file to one of the one or more file formats compatible with the wireless 
telephone.
